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The tax law association was formed in order to provide 
networking opportunities for those interested in tax law, to 
encourage interest in the field of tax by hosting talks by 
specialized experts in the field, and to give Brooklyn Law 
students a chance to participate in the Volunteer Income 
Tax Assistance program sponsored by the IRS. 


Urban Assembly School for Law 
& Justice Mentoring Program 


The School for Law and Justice (SLJ) Mentoring Program pairs Brooklyn Law 
school students with SLJ freshman. The program fosters relationships that 
allow the mentee to feel safe and comfortable, while looking to their mentor as a 
role model. Though all the students do not necessarily plan to be lawyers when 
they grow up, mentors discuss college and higher education and help the 
students to realize their true potential. Activities include ice breakers to 
facilitate mentor-mentee relationships, discussions & debates about current 
events and legal issues, playing games, exploring the downtown Brooklyn 
neighborhood and dabbling in college prep. Before separating, the mentors and 
mentees create lasting contacts so that they can meet up on a more frequent 
and individual basis. This year, the semester concluded with a bowling trip to 
celebrate the relationships formed and the group's achievements. 


Unemployment Action 
Center 


The Unemployment Action Center (UAC) is a student- 
run, non-profit organization that represents individuals 
who have been denied unemployment insurance benefits. 
UAC members have the unique opportunity to represent 
real clients, argue before before real judges, and face real 
adversaries. This year was the UAC's first full year of 
inception at BLS, and we trained over 50 new advocates. 
In 2007-2008, claimants represented by a UAC advocate 
had a win rate of 58%, compared to a rate of 33% among 
claimants going pro se. 


Student Bar Association 


The SBA is the umbrella student organization that 
controls the budget for all other student organizations, and 
appoints students to various faculty-student committees, 
including the Clinical and Curriculum Committees. The 
SBA plans parties and other social activities, supervises 
class functions, and serves as the student voice to the 
faculty and administration. All students are members of 
the SBA, and each class elects representatives. 


The Brooklyn Law Review is a scholarly journal of analysis 
and commentary covering a broad range of current legal issues. 
The writing, editing and content of the Law Review are the 
responsibility of the student members and the student Editorial 
Board. The Law Review is published and distributed to 
subscribers quarterly. Each issue contains articles written by 
eminent legal scholars, practitioners and judges, and notes and 
comments written by student members. 


Brooklyn Journal of 
International Law 
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The Brooklyn Journal of International Law celebrated its 
Thirtieth Anniversary in 2004. During those years, the Journal 
established a commitment to publishing substantive, scholarly 

articles. This commitment has made it one of the top ranked 
international journals in the nation. The Journal publishes 

leading articles on both public and private international law by 
authors from academia, government service, and private 

practice. Recent symposia issues of the Journal have 

commemorated the Universal Declaration of Human Rights 

and explored the international aspects of arbitration, securities 
regulation, world trade, bank regulation, bankruptcy, and 

interpreting law in a multilingual environment. The Journal is 

published three times a year.
